Mahoney  was  a  professor  in  the  School 
of  Law  at  the  University  of  Missouri  at 
Kansas  City.  She  received  her  Juris 
Doctor  degree  from  Wayne  State 
University  in  1975,  and  her  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  degree  in  legal  history  in 
1990  from  Cambridge  University.

During  the  Co-curricular

Spring  Sports  Update

The  1994  spring  sports  season 
produced  some  outstanding  individual 
performances.  Freshman  John  Miller 
and  Corey  Fenley  made  a  big  splash  in 
their  inaugural  season  on  the  lacrosse 
team,  accounting  for  a  third  of  the 
WNEC  offense  between  them.  Miller 


led  the  team  with  26  goals  and  21 
assists,  while  Fenley  had  27  goals  and 
18  assists,  despite  missing  the  last  five 
games  of  the  season  with  a  knee  injury. 

The  men's  tennis  team  had  another 
winning  record  and  had  its  best  showing 
ever  in  the  New  England  Champion- 
ships, finishing  18th  in  a  field  that 
included  the  likes  of  UCorm,  the 
University  of  Hartford,  and  UMass.  The 
number  two  doubles  team  reached  the 
quarterfinals  before  losing  to  a  team 
from  UConn. 

The  women's  softball  team  finished 
with  a  17-16  mark,  and  reached  the 
finals  of  the  first  Northeast  Women's 
Athletic  Conference  Tournament.  They 
were  no-hit  and  lost  a  2-0  decision  to 


champion  Nichols  College  in  the  final. 
Junior  third  baseman  Lori  Mayhew  and 
junior  pitcher  Traci  Durme  were  both 
named  All-Conference. 

The  baseball  team  struggled  to  a  6- 
20  record,  but  sophomore  hurler  Jason 
Falcon  was  named  All-Constitution 
Athletic  Conference  after  a  strong  year. 
He  finished  with  a  3-3  record,  but  had  a 
meager  2.08  ERA.  He  also  led  the  team 
in  hitting  with  a  .372  average.

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The  Freshman 
Student  at 
WNEC  Today

The  Class  of  1997!  What's  it  like  to 
be  a  freshman  at  WNEC  today?  The 
College  offers  more  resources  than  ever 
to  help  students  make  a  smooth 
transition  to  college. 

Programs  such  as  Summer  Orienta- 
tion and  Registration  (SOAR),  fall 
orientation,  the  College  Success  Skills 
course,  and  co-curricular  activities,  and 
people  like  peer  advisors,  resident 
advisors,  professors,  faculty  advisors, 
and  tutors  all  play  an  important  role  in 
the  successful  adjustment  to  college  life 
for  first-year  students  at  WNEC. 

Theodore  Zem,  associate  dean  for 
freshman,  transfer,  and  nontraditional 
student  programming,  has  been  helping 
students  adjust  to  college  life  at  WNEC 
for  24  years  now.  How  does  he  compare 
freshman  students  today  with  freshman 
twenty  years  ago?  "They  are  different  in 
a  million  ways,"  he  says.  "The  general 
shift,  however,  is  in  the  way  the  College 
views  freshman  students.  For  instance, 
we  don't  necessarily  view  them  as 
freshman,  we  view  them  as  graduates- 
to-be.  We  see  them  as  individuals,  and 
it's  our  commitment  to  care  for  them, 
and  to  teach  them  to  make  decisions  on 
their  own." 

Dean  Zem  believes  the  College  is 
ahead  of  its  time  in  some  ways.  "We  do 
things  now  we  didn't  five  or  six  years 
ago,  such  as  the  College  Success  Skills 
course."  This  course,  which  each 
freshman  student  must  take,  focuses  on 
skills  and  attitudes  that  students  need  to 
have  not  just  for  school  but  for  their 
lives.  It's  a  2-credit  course,  and  the 
Success  Skills  courses  for  engineering

majors  and  business  majors  also 
have  the  instructors  act  as 
advisors  for  their  students.  This 
dual  role  is  quite  unique  and  has 
attracted  considerable  interest 
from  other  colleges. 

Marilyn  Pelosi,  associate 
professor  of  quantitative 
methods  and  computer  informa- 
tion systems,  taught  a  Success 
Skills  course  for  business  majors 
for  the  first  time  this  past  year. 
She  recalls,  "I  didn't  want  to  do 
it  at  first.  I  kept  saying,  'I'm  a 
technical  person.  I  can't  do  this.' 
But  as  soon  as  I  saw  the  textbook  for 
the  class.  Seven  Habits  of  Highly 
Effective  People,  by  Stephen  Covey,  I 
knew  I  wanted  to  give  it  a  try." 

Professor  Pelosi  says,  "It  took  a 
little  time  to  get  the  students  to  trust  me, 
to  open  up,  but  once  they  did,  we  were 
able  to  do  all  sorts  of  things.  Through- 
out the  semester,  I  used  clips  from 
current  films  to  illustrate  some  of  the 
seven  habits  from  the  book.  It  was  fun.  I 
also  had  three  upper-class  student 
teaching  assistants  who  helped  me 
immensely.  I  tried  to  gear  the  course  to 
be  an  intro  to  business  for  the  students, 
with  lots  of  team  work.  They  ran  their 
own  companies.  And  being  the  advisor 
for  these  30  students  gave  me  another 
level  on  which  to  get  to  know  them." 

Having  taught  at  the  College  for  the 
past  12  years,  including  five  years  in  the 
School  of  Engineering  and  seven  years 
as  chair  of  the  Department  of  Quantita- 
tive Methods  and  Computer  Informa- 
tion Systems,  Professor  Pelosi  does  feel 
that  the  makeup  of  students  has  changed 
over  the  years.  "Today,  with  students 
coming  from  such  a  variety  of  back- 
grounds, they  seem  to  need  even  more 
care  and  understanding.  Sometimes  I 
feel  I  have  to  be  a  counselor  too.  But  it 
feels  great  when,  at  the  end  of  the 
semester,  you  see  how  far  some  of  the 
students  have  come.  I  know  the  student 
teaching  assistants  and  I  made  a 
difference  in  their  lives.  It  feels  good." 

For  some  programming,  Dean  Zem 
admits  to  following  national  trends.  "A 
while  back,  we  recognized  that  we 
needed  to  spread  out  our  resources.  In 
some  ways,  we  sort  of  just  let  freshman 
and  sophomores  sink  or  swim.  We  can't 
do  that.  We've  had  to  frontload  our 
resources  so  that  freshman  and  sopho- 
mores are  paid  just  as  much  attention  as 
juniors  and  seniors.  Twenty  years  ago, 
orientation  was  just  two  days  in  the  fall, 
and  then  new  students  were  on  their

own.  On  the  other  hand,  our  peer 
advisor  program  was  bom  in  1974, 
before  other  colleges  caught  on." 

The  peer  advisor  program  is  still  the 
cornerstone  to  the  freshman  program. 
Each  new  student  is  assigned  a  peer 
advisor  at  the  start  of  school.  These 
specially  trained  upper-class  students 
assist  their  assigned  group  of  freshman 
and  transfer  students  throughout  their 
first  year  of  college. 

Dean  Zem  says,  "The  focus  of  my 
office  is  to  get  students  involved  and  to 
get  them  to  believe  in  themselves."  He 
adds,  "There  is  a  saying,  'If  you  tell  me, 
I  will  forget.  If  you  show  me,  I  will 
remember.  K  you  involve  me,  I  will 
understand. '  From  day  one,  we  try  to 
involve  freshman  students  in  everything 
about  the  College."

It  was 
here  that  Bill  was  exposed  to  electron 
beam  welding,  which  Hamilton 
Standard  had  recently  obtained  rights  to 
develop  from  a  German  company. 

Bill  states,  "The  electron  beam 
welding  process  is  one  of  the  most 
advanced  metal-joining  techniques 
available  in  manufacturing  today."  Bill 
admits  that  manufacturing  trends  have 
changed  dramatically  over  the  years, 
shifting  away  from  the  military,  which 
they  were  heavily  involved  with,  and 
moving  more  into  the  commercial 
market  places.  "There's  work  out  there. 
It's  just  more  difficult  to  come  by," 
says  Bill. 

Bill  was  enrolled  in  the  first  day 
division  the  College  offered,  at  the 
YMCA  downtown.  He  then  moved  to 
the  one-building  campus  on  Wilbraham 
Road  two  years  later.  Both  Bill  and 
Beverly  graduated  with  degrees  in 
mechanical  engineering.  Even  with  25 
years  difference  in  their  graduation 
dates,  both  father  and  daughter  had  the 
opportunity  to  study  under  professors 
Wellen  Davison  and  Henry  Sundberg. 


Beverly  fondly  recalls,  "Heruy 
Sundberg  was  one  of  those  special 
professors  that  made  an  impact  during 
my  college  years.  I'm  thankful  that  I 
had  the  opportunity  to  study  under  him, 
as  well  as  the  many  other  dedicated 
professors.  I've  come  to  realize  the 
importance  of  the  education  I  have 
received  at  WNEC." 

Both  Bill  and  Beverly  stay  in  touch 
with  WNEC.  Bill  taught  in  the  evenings 
at  the  College  for  a  few  years  and  he 


participates  in  the  Alumni  Golf 
Tournament  every  summer.  He  brings 
his  staff  members  along  also.  Beverly 
was  on  campus  recently,  sharing  her 
viewpoints  and  work  experiences  with 
the  Society  of  Women  Engineers. 

This  past  fall,  Beverly  proposed  a 
senior  project  to  the  School  of  Engi- 
neering, in  association  with  IBW. 
Beverly  remembers  her  own  senior 
project,  which  involved  the  welding  of 
6061  aluminum,  making  tensile  test 
specimens  and  analyzing  the  strength 
and  elongation  of  the  weld  samples.  "It 
was  important  research  for  our  company 
at  the  time,  and  I  was  able  to  use  the 
equipment  here  at  the  company  for  the 
project,"  she  recalls. 

Adds  Beverly,  "I  feel  it  is  important 
for  alumni  to  stay  in  touch  with  the 
College,  and  share  with  the  students  the 
trends  and  advanced  technologies  being 
used  today."
